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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: in the remark filed 1 1/23/04 applicnant stated 
that the motivation is not disclosed as a benefit of removing bristles from around an opening, but is instead the stated benefit of the 
entire system disclosed in the JP-1 54027 However, if the motivation is for the entire system, it is also good for the bristles around the 
opening since the bristles around the openiung are an integral part of the system. Further, applicna tstated that IKEMOTO did not 
disclose a brush base made of antistatic material, however, IKEMOTO teaches of a brush base partially made of antistatic material. 
Therefore.to make make the whole base of antstatic material would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art. Applicant's 
arguments that the modification is clearly the result of impermissible hindsight reasoning, the examiner is not at all convinced that that is 
so. The examiner is persuaded that the differences between the subject matter claimed and the prior art are such that the subject matter 
as a whole would have3 been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art. see in re Sheckler,
